enis Lapierre is an educational

Lapierre is head of 
SchoolWorks!, an educational con- 
sulting company tat Spends most 
of its time advocating for parents 
who can’t get anyWhere with the 
system. Most of his clients are 
poor; as a result SchoolWorks! 
barely scrapes by and Lapierre has 
to rely on donors (“My mother is 
our largest single contributor. She 
really believes in what I’m doing.”) 
to keep the business afloat. 

Lapierre is best known for the 
annual Top 200 Failing Schools 
list, which he compiles from 
provincial test scores. The educa-

tain school communities for 
ridicule, but Lapierre insists it’s a 
weather vane that indicates the 
flaws in Alberta’s education sys- 
tem. When entire Grade 3 classes 
in remote northern communities 
fail the provincial language arts 
exam, he argues, that’s a sign the 
system is breaking down. 

Lapierre was a school principal 
in St. Albert until 1994, when he 
walked away in disgust. His critics 
whisper that he was pushed out 
the door after it was learned he 
was having an affair with the par- 
ent council president, but Lapierre 
counters the relationship had 
nothing to do with his departure. 

“She wasn't on staff and there 
was no conflict of interest,” he 
said, laughing when asked about it. 
“Those kinds of relationships hap- 
pen all the time when people work 
closely together. But I’m not sur- 
prised they’re still bringing it up.” 

For the past few months 
Lapierre has been working with 
small groups of parents around the 
province who are fed up with the 
way public schools are run. This 
weekend they'll unveil their plan 
for a complete overhaul of the sys- 
tem’s governance, in the hope of 
making education reform an issue 
in the March 12 provincial elec- 
tion. 

“We want to democratize the 
system,” he told SEE Magazine. 
“Right now education in this 
province is run like a corporation. 
The atmosphere is such that very 
rarely is there any record of dis- 
senting opinion. Decisions are cor- 
porate and there’s an environment 
of non-critical analysis.” 

Originally, Lapierre said, school 
boards were established by par- 
ents in rural communities to 
ensure their kids received an ade- 
quate education. 

Through the board, the parents 
had complete control, from the 
hiring of teachers to the kinds of 
textbooks used, As the public sys- 
tem grew, however, it became a 
vast government enterprise and 
took on the structures of a corpo- 

, ration. 
School trustees, while elected 
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by the public, answer to the 
provincial government. More often 
than not, school boards merely 
rubber-stamp decisions made by 
senior bureaucrats. 

“Now, when a parent has a seri- 
ous issue, she goes to her trustee. 
He'll tell her that there’s nothing 
he can do because it’s the provin- 
cial government's responsibility. 
She'll approach the provincial gov- 
ernment, who in turn will tell her 
it’s a local school board issue. We 
have all this finger-pointing and 
ducking responsibility and the 
problem's never solved. No won- 
der parents are giving up.” 

SchoolWorks! proposes getting 
rid of school boards altogether and 
creating a direct line of account- 
ability from parent to MLA to 
provincial government. Lapierre 
thinks school councils should be 
given authority over their schools, 
including hiring and firing. Council 
meetings should be held town-hall 
style — every parent who shows 
up gets to vote. 

Districts should be redrawn to 
follow MLAs’ ridings, and each 
school within the district would 
elect a representative to sit ona 
district council, where common 
issues such as transportation 
would be addressed.

Each MLA: would answer to this 
district council and would }) 
responsible for Seereating a at the 
provincial level. This way, Lapierre 
explained, everyone knows who's 
responsible for what. 

Lapierre is convinced the sys- 
tem would have more cash in hand 
to spend on actually educating 
children, rather than propping \y 
“sleazebag” trustee and bureaucrat 
associations, whose only purpose 
is to ensure the mandarins keep 
their jobs and the system main 
tains the status quo. 

The plan calls for the govern 
ment to begin planning for these 
changes immediately after tiv 
provincial election. 

When school board elections are 
held this fall, it should be mack 
clear that they will be the las! 
Their job will be getting ready for 
the transition, which will take 
effect in 2004. 

Is the plan radical? Absolutely. 
Will it be met with stiff resistance? 
Without question. Is it possible? 
That, Lapierre answered, is up to 
parents. 

“We've laid the groundwork, but 
if parents want to see these 
changes and have more control 
over their kids’ education, they 
have to take responsibility.”

When Rob Papin, Gord Kingdon 
and Adam Keewatin discuss 
street-gang culture in Edmonton, 
they know what they’re talking 
about.

dam Keewatin had always won- 
flees what he would do when 
they saw each other again and 
when they did, his immediate reac- 
tion was instinctive — he reached 
inside his jacket for a shank 

“Then I remembered, I don’t 
pack nothing no more,” Keewatin 
recalled. For months the 19-year- 
old had dreamed of the day when 
he found the man who had beaten 
him half to death with a baseball 
bat. “I wanted to fucking kill him, 
end his life. No hesitation.” 

Had they bumped into each other 
even a few months earlier, one of 
them would be dead. Keewatin was 
attacked last May because he had 
taken over some of his former 
friend's responsibilities, “stepped 
up,” in gang parlance. The only way 
the deposed man could recover his 
income — and prestige within the 
gang — was to take it back by 
force. When Keewatin looked 
through the peephole of his front 
door, he thought he was ushering in 
a friend. Instead, he was adminis- 


as tered the most severe beating of his 
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longer living that shit.’ I put out my 
hand and he put out his and said, 
‘Me too.” 

Keewatin dropped his colours 
last fall after seven years in a mael- 
strom of drugs, crime and violence. 
By the time he was 15, he had 
already spent more than two years 
in the youth justice system. 

“There was no particular reason 
that made me drop them,” he said. 
“There were just a lot of reality 
checks. I've been shot at, in a group 
where you're getting directly shot 
at and you're praying, ‘don’t let me 
get hit.” You think about it after- 
wards and, fuck man, what if I had 
caught one in the head? Boom. It’s 
gone.” 

Keewatin still looks every inch a 
gang-banger. Lanky and fattoo- 
laden, he slouches like a fighter and 
his dark eyes carry a faint glimmer 
of menace. He knows the street as 
well as anyone, but nowadays 
Keewatin hopes to put that kind of 
experience and street sense to a 
different use for the Edmonton 
Native Alliance, a fledgling organi- 
zation reaching out to the city’s 
three aboriginal gangs. The brain- 
child of Rob Papin, another former 
gang member, the alliance is mod- 
elled after the highly-successful 
Winnipeg Native Alliance.

The Winnipeg alliance, which 
was launched in 1993, has been 
honoured by the Manitoba govern- 
ment and the Winnipeg Police 
Service.

Papin knows full well the void 
left in many young, urban aborigi- 
nals’ lives that leaves them wide 
open to gangs. In his own case, 
Papin grew up in an extremely dys- 
functional home, in which his drug- 
addicted mother was raising three 
children on her own. By the time he 
was 11 he was committing petty 
crimes and it wasn’t long before he 
was taken in and accepted by what 
he now describes as his “street

family.” Everyone, he said, came 
from dysfunctional or abusive 
homes and was looking for some- 
where to belong. 

In 1992, the 18-year-old Papin 
had a wake-up call. After a particu- 
larly heavy drug and drinking 
binge, he woke up with a needle 
still hanging out of his arm and 
knew right then and there that if he 
didn’t clean up, he’d soon be dead. 
He checked himself into a drug 
rehab program for the sixth time in 
his life and there met a native elder 
who talked of traditional values 


spirituality. 
“Since then I've made the culture 


members left him alone. “They 
respect what I’m doing. They might 
not want anything to do with it 
themselves, but they don’t hassle 
me, either.” 


Waiting for the money 


For months now, Papin has been 
working on establishing the 
Edmonton Native Alliance. After 
completing counselling courses, he 
began networking with social ser- 
vice agencies, native leaders and 
the Edmonton Police Service, 
doggedly trying to build credibility. 
Now he has it — the alliance’s 
board is made up of directors from 
all three groups, including a mem- 
ber of the EPS's gang unit. 

Now all he needs is money. He’s 
applied for grants from the federal 
and provincial governments for the 
$160,000 he estimates it will cost 


for an office and ongoing programs. 


He expects to hear back by the end 
of March. 

Papin hopes to bring Rupert here 
from Winnipeg during the initial 
stages to help him begin establish- 
ing contacts among gang members. 
Once the alliance is established on 
the street, Papin will move into 
schools affected by gang activity 
and reach out to kids before they 


drop out and start getting into seri- - 


ous trouble. 

The third phase of his plan will 
be to reach kids already in custody, 
where most gang recruiting takes 
place.

In the 1970s and early 198()s 
Kingdon explained there was a 
street code and people worked 
together, “but it was about whio yo 
were as an individual.

The turning point in his life cane 
in the late 1980s, when he was 
stabbed directly in the heart over4 
$100 debt. Like Adam, his attacker 
was supposed to be a friend. “lk 
owed me $100 and to avoid paying 
me he tried to kill me.” That 
Kingdon said without any trace of 
irony, “was a real eye-opene! 
These are the people I’m supposed 
to be stepping up for.” 

After the stabbing, Kingdon 
wanted out of the life, but it was 
another six years before he could 
make the break. 

At the time he had no idea how 
to go straight (it had been years 
since he had even held a regula 
job) and there was no one who 
could help him. Now he wants '0 
help breach the gap for others.

Canadian rock stalwarts venture into the Global Village

he inspiration for the title of 54- 
Te latest album was drawn 
from a line in an ancient 
Genesis tune — “Marshall 
McLuhan, casual viewin’/head 
buried in the sand.” 

“We wanted to call the album 
Marshall McLuhan Casual

t was 20 years ago this month 
fins the doors of the Sidetrack 

Café swung open and in doing so 
changed this town’s music scene 
significantly for the better.

now based in Holland. And he 
wouldn’t want it any other way. 

“I have to say that I was sitting 
in that Tony Roma’s with a tear in 
my eye,” says the energetic tenor 
who knows not many people will 
believe he’s actually happy to be 
back in Edmonton in February. 

His happiness partially has to do 
with his respect for the opera com- 
pany itself, and also his joy at 
being part of a comfortable all- 
Canadian cast tackling one of his 
favourite operas.

Both starters are more than 
acceptable. Well, okay, the salmon 
was just a tad rubbery, but I’m still 
in a kind mood — even though ij 
think it’s a bit cheeky to charge 
$11 for four tiny pieces like that. 

Then comes the big meat; 12 
ounce Filet Mignon for Ray, 12 
ounce New York Striploin for me, 
and 10 ounce Regular Prime for 
Mike. I go for the Striploin mainly 
to test out the dry-aging process 
and because I can’t pass up 
Alberta AAA meat. 

That's when my “beef” really 
begins. Of course our “meat” 
selections are “a la carte” which 
means they only come with a serv- 
ing of (tasty) deep-fried carrot 
shavings but no other sides. 
Needless to say, we want sides so 
we decide to go for a serving of 
Roasted Garlic Mashed Potatoes 
and some Steamed Broccoli with 
Béarnaise Sauce off the “Sides” 
portion of the menu.

CDIS on cutting edge of broadcasting 


Television and radio used to be 
reserved for a small élite with 
access to the airwaves. The 
Internet has changed everything 
and although you may not want 
to throw out your TV set just 
yet, you should keep informed 
of the rapid developments 
sweeping the new field of 
Internet broadcasting. Online 
stations are popping up all over 
the Web and this month the 
Center for Digital Imaging and 
Sound (CDIS) will introduce the 
latest addition to the Net's 
newest revolution: The CDIS 
Netcasting Network. 

"Netcasting is the future,” 
explains Rock Whitney, CDIS 
Digital film instructor and the 
station's executive producer. 
“This technology is going to 
become an extremely important 
part of the Internet and multime- 
dia applications. ' 

With more than 15 years expe- 
rience in film and television pro- 
duction, including projects for 
Visa, CTV, CBC, TSN and CNN 
Whitney was a natural choice 

for the position. The shooting 
environment established at the 
school mimics that of a real tele- 
vision station. “Technically 
what we're doing at CDIS is live 
television. At this point in time, 
my students are getting a crash 
course in live TV," he said.

A team of ambitious student 
volunteers, many from 
Whitney's TVFP (Techniques for 
Video and Film Production} 200 
class, are shaping and develop- 
ing the new network. Out of a 
number of productive brain 
storming sessions, Whitney com- 
piled a long list of project ideas 
for the network, including a 
CDIS news show, industry inter- 
views, music and movie review 
spots, a VJ segment and netcast- 
ing live bands. Whitney also 
plans to add new levels of inter- 
activity to the network, includ- 
ing a system whereby viewers 
can e-mail Netcasters questions, 
comments and requests. “All of 
my film students want to be 
involved," said Whitney. “It 
gives them a chance to have 
their own show and to be part of 
something that's cool and 
upcoming.” 

Viewers will access the net- 
casts, scheduled to air once a 
week, through the school's Web 
site at www.artschool.com. The 
network was put to the test on 
Feb. 8 at the school's opening 


gala for its new Entertainment 
Technology Centre (ETC). The 
event was streamed live over the 
net and included interviews with 
key industry representatives and 
alumni. BopJet Media Inc., a 
CDIS Partner in Education and a 
recognized leader in 
QuickTime(tm) streaming ser- 
vices and support, is assisting 
the school with its media stream- 
ing needs. 

In the fall of 2001, students 
interested in streaming technolo- 
gy will have even more to look 
forward to as the school launch- 
es its iNet NetCaster Program. 
The timing of the launch was 
carefully co-ordinated with 
implementation of the new two- 
year program. Targeting inde- 
pendent producers, the iNet pro- 
gram is a production-based train- 
ing program focused on content, 
production and delivery. It also 
provides employment skills in 
traditional media production 
such as radio and TV, corporate 
training and video production, 
video editing, graphics and 
titling, Web and multimedia pro- 
duction. CDIS CEO Niels 
Hartvig-Nielsen believes the 
largest challenge facing future 
Netcasters will be the content 
development necessary to sup- 
port this newly accessible media. 
iNet was developed with this 
market in mind, arming students

with a diverse skill-set. 

Hartvig-Nielsen predicts that 
as broadband Internet communi- 
cation becomes a reality over the 
next 24 to 36 months, Netcasters 
will be in high demand. Access 
to television and radio-style com- 
munications will soon allow cor- 
porations to change how they 
communicate. Newsletters will 
become staff television programs 
delivered on the Intranet, college 
lectures will be delivered using 
DSL and cable modem connec- 
tivity. “Thanks to developments 
in wireless technology Internet 
radio will be accessible on 
portable devices, fuelling a radio 
revolution and challenging tradi- 
tional media for listeners and ad 
revenue,” explained Hartvig 
Nielsen. "For instance, ads on 
Internet TV and radio stations 
will attract clients and influence 
buyers like no 30-second spot 
could ever do." 


Broadcast training 


According to Hartvig-Nielsen, 
the iNet program borrows heavi- 
ly from standards developed in 
professional broadcast training 
— standards viewers are accus- 
tomed to and will expect from 
Netcasters. “The Internet is a 
delivery vehicle for content and 
content quality is still of para- 
mount importance."
